REVIEW OF CONDITIONS 

The Financial Post in its review of 
business conditions offers the opinion 
that business recession may now have 
reached the bottom and have taken 
the gradual upward trend. 

Both in United States and Canada, 
are indications that the turn will 
come shortly. In U.S. commodity 
prices are still declining, but some 
improvement is seen in some pf the 
metals, in com, wheat, cotton and 
other commodities. 

Excess stock is being used up, pav¬ 
ing the way for re-rtnployment. 
When re-employment comes purchas¬ 
ing power will be greater. The wage 
level has been well maintained 
through the depression. 

In Canada all attention is centering 
on the 1930 wheat crop and it must 
be determined definitely before it can 
be said whether or not business has 
reached the bottom. 

It is expected that public pessi¬ 
mism will continue long after actual 
bottom has been touched. Even if 
business is definitely on the up grade 
before Christmas, there may be still 
great talk of a hard winter. 

WELL NAMED WISE 

Dr. H. W. Wood has again demon¬ 
strated his balanced judgment in giv¬ 
ing no support to the movement in 
Saskatchewan for a compulsory pool. 
The hope of the Saskatchewan far¬ 
mers that this might become a legis¬ 
lative measure has met with some re¬ 
buff from the government of that 
province. Many private members are 
said to be opposed to the plan. It re¬ 
ceives no co-operation from the 
heads of the Alberta Wheat Pool, and 
their failure to attend the compul¬ 
sory Wheat Pool parley at Regina is 
proof of their attitude. 

Dr. Wood gives his cheering as¬ 
surance that regardless of what Sas¬ 
katchewan may see fit to do, the Al¬ 
berta pool proposes to go ahead with 
its marketing on old lines, meeting 
adverse conditions as they may rise. 

In this he doubtless has a one hun¬ 
dred per cent, backing from all pool 
members. 

NO PREFERENCE 

New Zealand has removed the pref¬ 
erence on Canadian automobiles and 
parts, and has now placed them on 
the general tariff list. If however, 
Canada reciprocates in a substantial 
matter, New Zealand may place Can¬ 
ada upon a Briish preferential tariff. 
The complaint of British manufactur¬ 
ers is that the old preference worked 
out unfairly for Britain. It was point 
ed out that of the twenty-seven 
makes of American cars on the New 
Zealand market, only five are pay¬ 
ing the rate of duty of American 
cars, the remainder being admitted 
under the Canadian preference as 
they are assembled in Canada. 


THE BELL DOTH TOLL 

A few more days and holidays will 
be over. Once more the children will 
assume the burdens of life, and the 
teachers will don harness. 

There are school time demands al¬ 
so upon the parents—demands that 
lie dormant for two months of the 
year. There are school books, text 
books, scribblers to infinity, new 
clothes and a new household regime. 
Life is governed by the school bell, 
and the watchward is “what time is 
it?” But the most effective way in 
which parents may add to the effic¬ 
iency and accomplishment of the 
school year, is to stand shoulder to 
shoulder with the teachers. 

Nothing so undermines the influ¬ 
ence of a teacher as a reflection from 
parents on her ability. Nothing so 
strengthens her influence as the un¬ 
questioned support of parents. The 
loyal support of the teacher is mere¬ 
ly self-interest on the part of all 
parents. It creates the necessary at¬ 
mosphere conducive to learning. 

It takes no great genius to win the 
goodwill and response of children 
and to bring them into a receptive 
state for learning. A good average 
teacher can accomplish this. But 
neither an average teacher nor a gen¬ 
ius can accomplish much, if she is 
the object of adverse criticism in the 
homes. She must be super-human to 
offset that contrary influence. 

In this town we have a splendid 
staff of teachers. All they need is 
the goodwill and encouragement of 
the parents. 

We are entering on a new school 
year, a year which should be of im¬ 
mense value to the children. It is 
the desire of everyone that the best, 
most lasting results should be attain¬ 
ed. And to this end, parents can best 
assist by ignoring little matters of 
1 discipline and method with which 
1 they do not agree, by supporting the 
teacher whenever opportunity offer' 
and by keeping in touch with the 
school. Parents, teachers and pupils 
have really one ultimate aim—to 
make the year a good one. So why 
not work together?

The value in health-giving, recrea¬ 
tional enjoyment, the value from the 
standpoint of beauty, of the great 
chain of National Parks, is only 
briefly glimpsed in this .generation 
It is a national heritage for succeed¬ 
ing generations. 

The Canadian National Parka As¬ 
sociation finds it no simple matter to 
maintain the integrity of the Great 
National Parks. 

Constant pressure is being brought 
to bear on the guarding of the na¬ 
tions playgrounds, by those who wish 
to exploit the areas for personal pro¬ 
fit. Lumbermen look with envious 
eyes upon the timber, mining pros¬ 
pectors visualize a fortune, given 
certain mineral rights. Waterpower 
companies see in the waterfalls and 
rivers, an infinity of power going to 
waste. There are those who wish to 
secure exclusive fishing and hunting 
privileges either for themselves or 
for associations. 

There is a constant battering at the 
door by people and corporations quite 
sincerely convinced of the rights of 
their requests. But these national 
assets should be maintained inviolate

The word ruined 
may sound an exaggeration but if 
anything, it does not fully describe 
the devastation caused through the 
greatest curse to every farming com¬

In the area I am referring to, many 
farthers had to give up their land on 
account of the pest. Every farmer 
in'the community pays fifty to one 
hundred per cent, taxation to Mr. Sow 
Thistle. Personally 1 have driven a 
binder in an infested crop where the 
height of the weed would reach seven 
feed and it was impossible to swath 
more than one foot instead of eight 
on account of the thickness of the 
stalks of the sow thistle. 

The cure is as bad as the complaint.

Every root has 
to be . hand pulled and the whole plant 
carried to somewhere where it can be 
burned. Weedkiller can be used very 
effectively but hand pulling is the 
surest route to safety.

Cutting In on Farm Joba 

It is said that section gangs em¬ 
ployed near this district, are doing 
i their day's work, then hire out at 
night to stook, making a dollar and a 
half extra. I Moreover, it coats them 
next to notning to live, a large hunk 
of bread beltag their conception of a 
good sustaining meal. 

While such industry is commend¬ 
able, and is proof that these gangs 
have not a^fazy bone in their bod¬ 
ies,” vpt^ftis doubtful if Canada pro¬ 
fits in the least by the wages they 
eam. It is apparently the rule, that 
these wages be sent back to Hungary 
or Italy or Turkey—countries which 
are not even buying Canadian wheat. 

This willingness to work any hours 
or all hours for no fixed schedule of 
pay, is very often held up as an ex¬ 
ample to Canadian laborers who cla¬ 
mor for an eight or ten hour day and 
who call for a higher wage scale. 

Yet the whole tendency of society 
within recent date, has been toward a ] 
decent standard of living for all—an 
acknowledgement that all labor has 
a right to a few hours of recreation 
and to be decently clothed and fed. 

If all our laboring classes were to 
follow the example of so many of the 
foreigners do double work, live on 
bread alone and keep their money out| 
of circulation would the country gen¬ 
erally be any better off? 

This is by no means the solution 
for general prosperity, nor for a 
happy, contented people. The con¬ 
stant circulation of everybody’s mon¬ 
ey brings business to everyone. And 
Canadians are at least good spenders. 
They buy food and clothing and the 
material comforts, thereby benefit- 
ting each other. They have the nat¬ 
ural craving to secure a small meas¬ 
ure of enjoyment of life for them¬ 
selves and their families, instead of 
existing like anmals. 

A country in which there are no 
glaring extremes of wealth and pov¬ 
erty, but in which everyone has an 
opportunity for reasonable living, is 
a healthy and a happy country. 

Although in these trying times, 
one hears'Tmich criticism levelled at 
Canadian laborers' and much praise 
of foreign labor, yet it is all a reas¬ 
onable development of years, during 
which the eight hour day and a liv- 
j ing wage have been conceded as ev- 
j ery man’s right. 

That decent standard of living, 
which is mentioned at times with 
scorn, has had a very great deal to 
do with the general prosperity of 
’ Canada.

Fifteen years ago, the late Charles 
Steinmetz scientist, made eleven pro¬ 
phecies regarding the future useful¬ 
ness of electricity. He was laughed 
at by people of all races as a vision¬ 
ary. Only 15 years ago, the average 
person did not believe the following 
miracles could ever happened. Read 
them and judge: 

Prophecy 1.—“The working day will 
be reduced to six hours.’’ This is not 
yet true, but electric power machines 
are placing it in the immediate fu¬ 
ture. 

2. —“Millions will hear concerts in 
their homes and great singers abroad 
will be heard in our homes.” Over 
13,000,000 radio sets have been sold 
in severv-years. 

3. —“The motion picture and talk¬ 
ing mechanism will be synchronized 
perfectly.” The talkies are dominat¬ 
ing the theatrical world. 

4. —“Buildings and homes will be 

heated by electricity, cooled and ven¬ 
tilated by electricity.’’ This is liter¬ 
ally true as to heating, cooling and 
Ventilation, with 2,000,000 electric re¬ 
frigerators in use. - 

5. —“Much of the cooking will be 
done on the tables. Cooking will be 
regulated by setting dials to start 
and stop the stoves.” Right again. 
Millions of housewives set their dials 
to start and stop at proper hours, are 
away all afternoon and return to 
have the meals all ready cooked. 

6. —“Farms will be electrified.’ 
More farms have been connected with 
power in the last three years than 
the preceding forty-three. 

7. —“Electricity will get cheaper.” 
This is also true. 

8. —“We will use electricity as free¬ 
ly as water.” Many of us are al¬ 
ready inclined that way. 

9. —“Electric power will be used in¬ 
dustrially in the city to reduce smoke 
and dirt.’’ This also is becoming more 
and more true. 

10. -—“Power houses will move clos¬ 
er to their source of power and indus¬ 
trial" plants will move closer to the 
source of material.” This becoming 
more consistently the rule of indus¬ 
trial life.

Past and Present 

It is difficult to realize just what 
has happened within the recollection 
of a generation. 

And in the development, the cen¬ 
tral figure is Thomas Edison who 
cast light over the darkness of prim¬ 
itive methods, and paved the way for 
the marvellous new discoveries that 
have revolutionized the world. 

When Edison organized his first 
light company in 1882 he had' fifty- 
nine customers. When he built his first 
lamp, there were only 35,000 tele¬ 
phones in use. 

Almost all water was pumped by 
hand. The grist mill ground the 
flour in meagre quantities. Women 
worked in sweat shins. Workers 
toiled seven days a week, 12 hours a 
day. 

Then panics listed five and ten 
years at a stretch. 

Horse cars were the best city trans 
portation, and springless wagons 
hauled loads over roads which in 
spring were bottomless. Farmers 
threw away corncob and cotton seeds. 
The use of by products was unknown. 

Electricity not only brought light, 
but brought conveniences and inven¬ 
tions that have released the modem 
world and its workers. 

Modern Escape 

Cooking, washing, ironing, sewing, 
cleaning—the major duties of the 
home are all done by electricity. 

Transportation has been increas¬ 
ingly electrified. Manual labor Jiss 
been removed in factories and on" the 
land, to be accomplished in infinitely 
less time by electricity. 

Electricity has become the servant 
and the magician of this age.

Although the contract has been prov¬ 
en legally airtight, it is not upon 
that, that the Pool rests its case, but 
upon the solemnity of the contract 
between member and member, and 
the loyalty and determination of the 
far-seeing wheat growers who are 
ihe members. 

Although rumors have circulated 
that members will seek to evade their 
contract this fall, there is no actual 
evidence that the loyalty of the mass 
of members has been impaired to any 
extent. Nothing is gained by turning 
back, and it is generally realized that 
.he strengthening and developing of 
..he Pool movement will best serve 
agricultural industry. 

It is realized that the price of 
wheat is now below the cost of pro- j 
duction, and the initial payment is 
admittedly low. But the stability of 
the Pool would be endangered if a 
higher initial payment were given, 
fhe ultimate welfare must not be 
•ndangered. 

BUSINESS SUMMARY 

Bank of Montreal Gives Summary of 
World Conditiona as Collected 

In Great Britain—A little improve¬ 
ment in business conditions, particu¬ 
larly the electrical industry. Num¬ 
ber of unemployed exceeds two mil¬ 
lion and is increasing. The outlook 
is n,ot encouraging. 

In United States—Signs are still 
lacking of broad revival in business. 
The volume of July wholesale trade 
smaller than for any months in prev¬ 
ious years. Production in iron and 
steel trade 50 to 55 per cent, of ca¬ 
pacity. Cooler weather is checking 
crop deterioration. 

France— Adverse weather condi¬ 
tions have seriously affected agricul¬ 
ture, with wheat estimated below 
normal yield. Quantity of foreign 
wheat which may be used by millers 
increased from 3 to 10 per cent. No¬ 
ticeable absence of tourists. 

Newfoundland — Trade conditions 
dull collections fairly good. 

In Canada — Business barometer 
still low. Low agricultural prices re- 
duse purchasing power. Lumber 
trade .is curtailed, most factories 
have reduced staff, foreign com¬ 
merce 25 per cent, below last year; 
automobile production favorable; 
tourist trade disappointing.
